Mental Health Board 
Considers New Building 


The North Central Community Mental 
Health Services Board is looking into build- 
ing a new office in the Grayling area. 

One site being considered for the 3,000- 
square-foot building is owned by Crawford 
County along Old 27 north of Scheer Motors. 
The 186 by 400 foot parcel of land borders the 
highway and would be adequate for the new 
building with parking for 18 cars. 


A committee of Jeannette Kitchen, Craw- 
ford County Commissioner, Jini Hindmarsh 
and Mike Gardiner, Mental Health Services 
Board members, looked at quite a few sites 
in the county and selected the Old 27 site as 
the best. 

“Considering aesthetics, access, and the 
size of the property, it was by far the best 


site,” said Kitchen. 

“I think an office building could help that 
area look better and encourage some other 
businesses to the area or rejuvenate some 
already there,’’ she said. 

The Mental Health Services Board asked 
the county to consider selling the land. 

County treasurer Joe Wakeley said the 
county can sell the land but any money 
received would have to be vrorated back to 
the schools, township, and county because it 
was tax-reverted land that went to the state 
and was then given to the county for $1. 

The Mental Health Services Board said 
they will need more office space by 1988 and 
want to begin planning now for a new build- 
ing. Mental Health Services currently rents 
office space at 802 Ingham Street. 


Anna Mae Neilson 


New Commissioner Appointed 


Anna Mae Neilson, of Beaver Creek, was 
appointed by the Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners to fill the District 3 com- 
mission position left vacant by the ara of 
her husband, Andie Neilson. 

Anna Mae Neilson will serve until pexein 
ber 31, 1986 — the remainder of a two-year 
term Andie Neilson won in the 1984 election. 

The commissioners voted 5-4 to appoint 
Anna Mae Neilson at their regular meeting, 
Thursday, September 25. 

Selecting her allowed the commissioners 
to avoid having to appoint one of the candi- 
dates for the position in the November elec- 
tion. Republican Earl Haight and Democrat 
Ed Holtcamp are on the November ballot 
seeking a two-year term for District 3 


beginning January, 1987, 

“I felt this was very fair to everyone in- 
volved,” said commissioner Jeannette Kit- 
chen. ‘‘No one wanted to be unfair to any 
candidate and I thought picking Anna Mae 
was a real tribute to Andie. She was a real 
big part of his life and was involved in many 
of the decisions he made as commission.”’ 

Kitchen said that she understood Anna 
Mae had no further political aspirations and 
would just fill out this term for the next few 
months. 

Andie Neilson died September 13 and com- 
missioners were required by Michigan law 
to fill the vacant position within 30 days or a 
special election would be held to elect a per- 
son to fill the remainder of the term, 


Middle School Construction 
Bids Remain Under Estimates 


The Crawford AuSable Board of Educa- 
tion took action Sept. 22 to make bid awards 
in eleven divisions for the middle school 
project. Awards were made for building 
concrete, masonry, face brick supply, ex- 
terior brick restoration, lath, plaster and 
drywall, resilient tile, ceramic and quarry 
tile, carpet, corridor lockers, metal toilet 
partitions, and walk-in cooler and freezer. 

This action completes the awarding of 
bids for Phase HI of the construction 
project, the majer portion of construction at 
the middle school site. In all, a total of 
$3,015,619 in contracts have been awarded 
for Phase III. These awards totaled $99,500 
less than the estimates for the work as made 
by our construction managers, Elzinga and 
Volkers. The only remaining phases within 
the project are the fixed furnishings and 
equipment, estimated at about $350,000 and 
the final site work, estimated at a minimum 
of $55,000 and a maximum of $100,000. 


In additional Phase III action, the Board 
rejected the award for structural steel sup- 
ply previously made at the August 25 special 
meeting. Post bid award investigation by 
Elzinga and Volkers of the bid accepted 
from Kalamazoo Foundry and Machine 
found that they had entered a broken bid. All 
materials specified had not been included in 
the total awarded. The Board therefore 
awarded the contract for structural steel 


supply to Howard Steel, of Saginaw. 


Phase III of the project is beginning with 
the $250,000 budget for contingencies intact. 
This money will be available to handle un- 
known or unforeseen complications in ld 
renovation project.

Local Right To Life 
Group Questions Medical 


Decision on Dying Patient’

The Crawford County Right To Life chap- 
ter questioned a Grayling physician’s deci- 
sion to withhold life-prolonging medical 
treatment to a dying 75-year-old stroke vic- 
tim and apparently influenced a change in 
treatment. 

The local 50-member group asked for 
water and nutrition to be given to the coma- 
tose patient through an intravenous tube. 

“We felt without the I.V. the patient would 
die from dehydration,” said Johanna Jur- 
kovich, vice-chairwoman of the county 
Right To Life. “If the patient is going to die, 
let it be from the stroke, not from with- 
holding water and food. Death from a stroke 
is up to God. Death shouldn’t come from a 
human decision to deprive water and food.”’ 

But the Grayling physician, who could not 
discuss this specific case because of con- 
fidentiality laws, said in some cases 
medical treatment only prolongs the suffer- 
ing of a dying patient. 

The American Medical Association on 
Ethical and Judicial Affairs issued an 
opinion in March, of 1986, that said it is not 
unethical for a doctor to discontinue life- 


prolonging medical treatment. They in- | 


cluded artificial supplied nutrition or 
hydration (fluids through an [.V.) as a form 
of life-prolonging medical treatment and 
said ‘‘in treating a terminally ill or irrever- 
sibly comatose patient, the physician should 
determine whether the benefits of treatment 
outweigh its burdens.” 


“We felt giving the patient an I.V. would 
make the patient more comfortable,” said 
Al Peterson, president of the local Right To 
Life chapter. “‘When the patient’s lips were 
slightly wetted with water, he responded 
positively.” 


The patient’s physician feels an I.V. can 
cause more pain than help some terminally 
ill patients. 

“Tt have a feeling of different kinds of 
death and I think one of the nicest forms of 
death is to more or less go through a state of 
dehydration because the body’s poisons ac- 
cumulate in the blood and the patient gets 
into a state where they don’t feel much. 
They’re not aware of pain or discomfort 
very much and they just slip away. I think 
it’s probably one of the best ways to die. 

‘‘Now if you give someone who has come 


to the end of life an J.V., J think what you do . 
is keep them hydrated and they clear all . 


those poisons out of their system, Then they 
experience pain and a prolongation of life 


that is quite extensive. Not only that, in- 
stead of dehydrating and expiring in a rela- 
tively short time, they will waste away with 
an I.V. They experience a prolonged dying 
where they’re unable to eat or drink. But 
you give them I.V. fluids so they metabolize 
their body fat, their muscles - all their body 
tissues - and end up like an emaciated 
skeleton that finally one day breathes its 
last and dies. 


‘‘AILT.V. fluids do in some cases, I think, is | 


create a worse kind of suffering. I have 
never ordered food or water that can be 


taken by the mouth to be withheld from my 


patients,” the physician said. 


One of the reasons the Crawford County 


Right To Life Chapter became involved in 
this case is the patient has no known rela- 
tives. A court-appointed guardian, Doug 
Allen, a Roscommon attorney, is legally 


responsible for the patient. The patient’s 
physician talked with the guardian after the . 
stroke and he agreed with the doctor's : 


choice of treatment. 


“I’m not a professional at judging physi- - 


eal condition,” said Allen. “I have to rely on 
the doctor’s opinions.”’ 


A friend of the patient did not agree with ; 


the decision to withhold life-proionging med- 
ical treatment and called the Right To Life 
local chapter. 

Peterson and Jurkovich visited Mercy 
Hospital in Grayling Friday afternoon to see 
the patient. They said they wanted to find 
out if it was true the patient had not been 
given any water for three days or why water 


could not be given to the patient for comfort. - 


The Right To Life members waited at the 
hospital from early Friday evening until 
1:30 a.m. Saturday morning because they 
were told by hospital employees that ad- 
ministrators were on their way to the hes- 
pital to talk to them about the case. At 1:30 
a.m. a hospital employee told Peterson and 
Jurkovich no comment would be given that 
night. 

On Saturday, Right To Life members 
visited the patient and found an I.V. tube in 
place and functioning. The I.V. was 
apparently authorized by a different physi- 
cian who looked at the patient about mid- 
night Friday. The patient’s original physi- 
cian was not available Friday night. 

Mercy Hospital could not comment on the 
care given the patient. 

“Tt is required by federal law and is the 
policy of Mercy Hospital to provide privacy 
to each patient and confidential treatment

In an attempt to justify the 
billions of years the evolu- 
tionists claim for the age of 
the sun and other planets, 
they came up with a theory 
of nuciear fusion within the 
core of the sun which would 
allow the sun to reuse its own 
fuel. However, scientists dis- 
covered a few years ago that 
the sun is actually shrinking 
as much as five feet per 
hour. This: measurable 
scientific date indicates a de- 
generating process which 
blows the nuclear fusion 
theory of the evolutionist. 

Applying the present rate 
of decrease in the size of the 
sun, and to project that rate 
back in time 12 million 
years, would give us a sun 
bigger than the present or- 
bits of such planets as Mer- 
cury, Venus and Earth. 
Shorten the age of the sun a 
few miliion years, and you 
would still have a sun pro- 
ducing enough heat to burn 
Mercury, Venus and Earth 
to a crisp. In fact, since heat 
destroys magnetism, and 
since Mercury is closer to 
the sun than Earth, evolu- 
tionists had believed Mer- 
cury had lost her magnetic 
field. In March, 1974, a U.S. 
unmanned spacecraft de- 
tected and reported back a 
magnetic field on Mercury. 
Present knowledge of the 
sun’s size and planet 
magnetism indicates sup- 
port for the Bible account of 
creation about 6,000 years 
ago. 

Since Earth is losing its 
magnetic field at the rate of 
one-half every 1,400 years, 
we can project the age of 
Earth. Since science 
assumes earth’s magnetism 
is created by a Solid inner 
core in a mouten outer core

WOMEN MAY FINALLY have the 
chance to put their shoulders to the wheel 
— the Rotary wheel, that is. 


Out in Seattle, a local Rotary club has 


voted to admit 15 women as members. By 
its action, the Seattle club is risking ex- 
pulsion from the international Rotary 
organization, which is strictly all-male. 

Already one California Rotary club has 
been expelled by the international Rotary 
group. The Duarte Rotary Club has ap- 
pealed its expulsion, which is still hanging 
fire. 

* * * 

THE COURTS are all on the side of 
women joining Rotary — at least the 
courts in this country are. In the Duarte 
case, the California Court of Appeals 
directed Rotary International to reinstate 
the local club, the California Supreme 
Court agreed, and the United States 
Supreme Court rejected an appeal of the 
California decisions. 

In the Seattle case, the local club 
already has filed a lawsuit in federal dis- 
trict court, seeking to prevent Rotary In- 
ternational from expelling it. If the legal 
decision is made in this country there’s lit- 
tle doubt of how it would turn out. 

In Seattle, the club voted unanimously to 
admit the 15 women. 

‘We are good Rotarians and subscribe 
to everything Rotary stands for, except 
one — that it does not allow women as 
members,” said Jim Johnson, club presi- 
dent. 

* * * 

AS ANOTHER ROTARIAN of long 
standing, I agree with the Seattle club’s 
actions. I would hope, however, that 
Rotary International will decide to do 
away with its no-women stand through its 
own procedures, rather than to be forced 
to do so by court orders — but I’m not hold- 
ing my breath waiting for an internal 
change of heart. 

Because Rotary International is head- 
quartered in Evanston, Ill, and because 
Rotary was founded in Chicago, it seems 
logical that the parent organization should 
abide by the rules of this country. That 
should mean that women could be included 
as members, if they chose to join. 

This is not a clear-cut issue within 
Rotary ranks, however. The main argu- 
ment I have heard against admitting

Rotary Club should 
Welcome Women 


by Richard Milliman 


women to Rotary is that it just wouldn’t go 
over in some of the far-flung countries of 
the world where Rotary has clubs and 
where women are held in considerably less 
favor than they are in the United States. 

My reaction to that argument is: That’s 
tough, but so what? 

ok * * 

INTERNATIONALLY, women have 
achieved high rank through talent and 
ability; why bar them from Rotary? 
Would Margaret Thatcher or Corazon 
Aquino be acceptable as Rotarians? How 
about Jeane Kirkpatrick? Or Golda 
Meier? OrIndiraGandhi? 

No, the idea that non-American coun- 
tries would not accept women as Rotarians 
doesn’t hold much water as an argument 
to exclude them. 

The real harm of the present policy is 
that local Rotary clubs, as well as the in- 
ternational organization, are short- 
changing themselves by turning their back 
on women as members. 

Women are more and more important to 
community life, and more prominent in 
their influence on what’s going on in 
business, government, education and all 
facts of society. 

To ban women arbitrarily from parti- 
cipation within Rotary duesn’t make good 
horse sense for Rotary. 

* * x 

SOME IMPORTANT purposes of Rotary 
are to promote community well-being, to 
foster international understanding, to im- 
prove professional and business practices, 
to encourage youth teadership and 


-educational opportunities, to promote 
, vocational development, and similar 


worthwhile goals. 

To admit women to Rotary membership, 
and thus to call on them for help in 
achieving the organization's goals, cer- 
tainly does no harm to Rotary. However, 
to exclude them does. 

The same goes for other all-male com- 
munity service organizations, too. 

Feeling as I do about this issue, why 
don’t I resign from Rotary in protest? 
Well, my approach instead is to try to work 
for change from within. 

Frankly, change is inevitable, and 
Rotarians do a disservice to their organ- 
ization and their communities to resist the 
change rather than to embrace it.

Consumers/Dow Form Partnership 
To Convert Midland Plant 


Warren M. Hoyt, Exec. Dir. MPA 


Proposed conversion of the idled Mid- 
land power plant project to the state’s 
largest co-generation facility has been pro- 
posed by Consumers Power Company and 
Dow Chemical Company, who would be 
principle partners in the venture. 

The proposal would settle counter law- 
suits arising from Dow’s decision to break 
its contract to buy steam from the nuclear 
plant originally planned for the site 
because of severe cost overruns on the 
project. That matter was recessed while 
details are worked out. 

The new plan to rescue a portion of the 
utility’s investment at Midland with a 
combined cycle gas generator which 
would also provide steam for Dow would 
entail rate hikes less than half as much as 
proposed in April under a conversion plan 
announced in April by Consumers, offi- 
cials said. ; 

Consumers Power. Chairman William 
McCormick said he expects no trouble in 
getting approval by the Public Service 
Commission ‘‘because the project will be 
economic, efficient, beneficial to the state, 
and will be looked on favorably. It is 
economically viable and attractive.” 

He said the rates for power purchased by 
the utility from the new partnership would 
be less than permitted under the PSC 
guidelines for co-generation power. 

Dow Vice President F.R. Lehman said 
the company ‘‘is very supportive of the 
project” and urged the PSC to expedite 
proceedings to permit additional invest- 
ments at the site. 


Discussions between the two companies 
which led to the agreement began about 
two months ago. 

Initial comments from the attorney 
general’s office, which had vigorously op- 
posed the earlier project, were restrained 
pending release of additional details, and 
Governor James Blanchard called the an- 
nouncement ‘‘a positive step toward a 
practical resolution.” 

Among the benefits of the proposal, 
Blanchard said, is that it would attract a 
group of investors to complete the Midland 
plant and minimize the risk to any one 
company. 

“I am hopeful that details can be worked 
out in the next several months to every- 
one’s Satisfaction,” the governor said. 

The two companies refused to disclose 
details of their agreement, including the 
amount of Dow’s investment in the 
project, until final plans are approved by 
their boards later this year. 

McCormick said officials from both 
companies are holding discussions with 
other companies to become partners in the 
project. 

Officials said the co-generation facility 
would be covered by the Public Utilities 
Regulatory Policy Act, which is designed 
to encourage power plants which can 
generate useable steam.

The PSC in 1981 set guidelines for allow- 
able rates to be charged to utilities, which 
under the federal law can own no more 
than 49 percent of a co-generation facility. 

McCormick said power purchased from 
the partnership would require a rate hike 
of 10-15 percent, compared to a minimum 
of 25 percent that had been proposed when 
conversion plans were first announced in 
April. 

Robert Nelson, director of the PSC Of- 
fice of Regulatory and Consumer Affairs, 


said the PSC should approve the plan if 


rates are within those guidelines. 

This would easily be the largest co- 
generator in the state, and would be one of 
the largest in the country, he said. He said 
he did not know if the proceedings on the 
condition barring additional Midland in- 
vestments would have to be reopened. 

The PSC had prohibited Consumers 
from making further investments at the 
idled Midland project, whase $4.1 billion in 
costs threatened to bankrupt the utility, 
when it approved a six-year $594 million 
financial stabilization rate hike last year. 

The utility had written off $1 billion of 


those costs, and the new plan does not af- * 


fect the proposed rate hikes for about $1.9 
billion in abandoned facilities. 

Assistant Attorney General Hugh Ander- 
son said he viewed the proposal as 
generally positive compared to the earlier 
plan, and said, “Mr. McCormick has 
thrown in the towel to shift a $1 billion cost 
to ratepayers as part of a gas-fired com- 
bined cycle plant.” 

He said the rate hike allowed for co- 
generation facilities is “pretty much in 
line with what they pay for power,”’ and is 
far below the ‘‘whooping” increase that 
had been requested. 

Anderson said he would expect hearings 
before the PSC to permit additional Con- 
sumers investment at Midland would have 
to he reopened ‘‘because this is an entirely 
different animal.’’ He said he would 
probably ask that the case, which PSC offi- 
cials say is ready for a decision, be put on 
hold until Consumers has more details 
available on the revised plan. 

Conversion of the nuclear facilities to a 
co-generation facility using natural gas 
and producing a steam byproduct would 
still cost an estimated $400 million for the 
first phase, officials said. A second phase 
would cost $150 million, which combined 
with $993 million in existing facilities that 
would be used, and brings the total project 
cost to over $1.5 billion. 

The new plan, using existing steam tur- 
bines and cooling ponds at the site, would 
yield an 875 megawatt generator in the 
first phase, to be completed in 1989, when 
the rate hikes would become effective. . 

The earlier proposal called for up-front 
rate hikes to finance the project. A second 
phase would produce a total project of 
1,300 megawatts and 1 million pounds an 
hour of steam.

Resource 
Review

This year, for the first 
time, handguns will be 
allowed for hunting deer in 
southern Michigan (Zone 3). 
Repeating centerfire pistols 
and revolvers, .35 caliber or 
larger, loaded with not more 
than 9 straight walled 
cartridges or muzzle loading 
pistols .44 caliber or larger 
will be legal. Those persons 
hunting deer with a handgun 
in Zone 3 must have a Hunter 
Safety certificate in posses- 
sion if born after Jan. 1, 1960. 

The language of the law 
(Act 182 P.A. 1985) is very 
specific as to the kinds of 
handguns allowed, single 
shot ‘Contender’ type hand- 
guns are not legal in south- 
ern lower Michigan for deer 
hunting. . 

Several questions have 
arisen relevant to carrying 
and transporting a pistol or 
revolver anywhere in the 
state. Following is some 
general information: 

Handguns must be un- 
loaded and transported in a 
container or wrapper in the 
trunk of a vehicle, or in a 
container or wrapper not 
readily accessable to the oc- 
cupants of a vehicle which 
doesn’t have a trunk. Do not 
transport under the seat or 
in a glove box! When carry- 
ing a handgun, it must be in 
the open (not covered by an 
article of clothing) unless 
the possessor has a valid 
concealed weapons permit. 
A concealed weapons permit 
for hunting and target prac- 
tice purposes does not allow 
you to carry a handgun con- 
cealed or loaded in a vehicle. 
It must be transported as 
described above. 

You must be 18 years old to 
possess a handgun. A hand- 
gun must be registered in the 
name of the person using it. 
If you borrow another’s 
pistol, it must be re-register- 
ed in your name. The regis- 
tration must be carried with 
the handgun at all times. 

A valid out-of-state con- 
cealed weapons permit is 
accepted in Michigan, A 
hunting license is required to 
transport a handgun in an 
area frequented by game. 


Violation of the concealed: 


weapons law is a felony and 
may result in a sentence of 5 
years in state prison.

The Chip- 
munk that has taken up resi- 
dence in my wood pile seems 
to always show up with its 
cheek pouches full of sun- 
flower seeds from the feed- 
er. While my preparations 
for winter include a full 
woodshed the Chipmunk 
knows that a full larder is 
essential even though it will 
sleep through until spring. 
The Red Squirrel is taking no 
chances either, but if you 
walk under the pines in the 
yard you are taking a chance 
of being struck by a falling 
pine cone, Red is cutting and 
gathering the cones into a 
pile for use this winter. 
From all indications one or 
two cones have enough seeds 
for a squirrel’s lunch. How 
many lunches those three 
trees will provide is the 
question.

Role 
Changes 


As each new phase of life is 
entered, specific responsi- 
bilities are accepted and 
special roles are carried out. 
For most persons, the 
responsibilities of adulthood 
begin when schooling is 


finished. Today formal 
schooling is extending 
beyona tne teen years-in 
some cases, postponing 
adulthood. 

Since the length of 
schooling is a variable 


period, discussion here is 
centered on the adult period 
between the ages of twenty- 
five and fifty. During these 
years, roles and responsi- 
bilities are fairly well 
defined as families are 
raised and careers are 
established. 

Though some women 
directly enter into the home- 


maker role, many first enter — 


the workforce, establishing 
careers of significance and 
value of their own. More and 
more of today’s women are 
coupling homemaking 
chores with business respon- 
sibilities. This is a trend that 
has developed since the 
1940’s. Now, with the impact 
of an inflationary economy, 
more women work because 
the additional income is 
needed to help support the 
family. Women are most apt 
to seek gainful employment 
again when their children 
reach school age, even if 
they have remained in the 
home during the children’s 
preschool years. 

Children are being born to 
younger women who reach 
their middle adult years 
when the young, themselves, 
mature. The maturing of the 
young often coincides with 
the menopausal period, a 
time of adjustment. The 
adult women, still relatively 
young, in good health, freed 
of the responsibility of child- 
ren, and wanting to be 
actively involved outside the 
home, often returns to the 
career world.
